Washington — Senate Demo- 
emtlc Whip Mike Mansfield (D-

KSU Paleobotany Class 
Studies Fossils of Area 

**Plant fossils, which are imprints of prehistoric plants in rock 
formatloaa, date back as far as S60 million years/' said Charles M. 

SlaKg, assistant professor of the Botany and I'laiU I^ithology de- 
iiartment. They are being studied hj a paleobotany class at Kansas 
Stete nnlversity. 

Bach year ti^ April or May .the paleobotany class, faculty members, 
or other Bttt4iiita interested to plant foesils and gt'oiogicat formations 
go on two field trips, one to Wabaunsee county and one to Ottawn 
connty, to study the plant fosslto in their natural locations, said SlsKg. 

In psevkNW fens tbe class on their fteM tripe have fonnd that 
there are ^mi^dlfeenaMea b etweea tke tDssMe «t Wabmaaee Mid 
Ottjiwn. 

In Wabaunsee county there are foaails of ferns and horaetalls, 
dating back to ISO million years ago, that have been found In great 
abundance buried in the rock rorniatioiiB, This ts probably due to the 
fact that fosallisation of ferns and borseUUs took place near pools of 
witter where the planta, which are now fossils, fell Into the mud. The 
mud was then changed into rot'k and trapped the plant inside. After 
the plant disintegrated the fotiail matel was left. Thin foK^il Ih ih>w 
used as a key in the classification of prehistoric plants uu to speck's 
and age. It Is also possible to tell the age and formation of thc^ rock 
from which it was found. *

Anthropology Trends 
Topic of Goldschfuklfr 



"Anthropology will play a cen- 
tral role In the emerging world," 
said Dr. Walter aoldschraidt, pro- 
foMor of AAtbropologj!. at the 
Vnlyerslty of California at Lba 
Angeles. He spoke on "Current 
Trends in Anthropological Think- 
ing" yesterday afteraoott la Sfii- 
enhower hnll. 

Cultural anthropology was de^. 
fined by Dr. Goldsehmtdt as the 

understanding of pooplf In terms 
of the processes that make them.

BFC Ruling Against Decorations 
Forces Group to Face Decision 



AN AVAILABLE, fairly foolproof excuse 
for giving up Homecomiag decorations last 
fall was ottered by fraternitlss: *% took 
too much time ftrom etuMH-ChnMiks are 
realizing the need for less aocdal tad more 
academic activity." 

Unfortunately, however, this excuse was 
foolproof only for one semester — until fra- 
ternity grades were compiled. It now ap- 
pears that through a imdkSiiom rea^^oition- 
mmit of Uipir available time, and by enter- 
ing more academic activities (i.e., block- 
ades), fraternity averages dropped from a 
Spring semester 2.440 to a. fall semester 
2.332. 

THIS WAS THE LOWEST fratemtty 
average l|i at least eleven semesters. 

"I personally feel that It would be good 
publicity to give up decorations," remarked 
IFC President Jim Henderson last fall. 
Good publicity was apparently the extent 
of the jdedtlon's usefoilneM. 

We a/^te&ittedly were disappointed over 
the fraternity's action of de-emphaslzlng 
Homeooml^ We could, of oourae, do 



nothing to force Greeks to decorate. All 
we could then do was i|tiestlon the wisdom 
and ainoertty of their motlvea. 

WE CJUT VOW qnestion only the sincerity 
of their motives. 

It will prove Interesting to note further 
actions of the Interfraternity Council on 
the matter. By doing nothing, IFC would^ 
not only have to admit of its'ezperimenfs

Obviously It must do one of two things — 
restore the legality of Homecoming decora- 
tions or cut down further on activitiea.

In reviewing history and mi- 
crobiology side by side, Stodola 
showed the interrelationship be- 
tween the two fields. He did this 
with the aid of slides, presenting 
a lengthy discttsslon of the physi- 
cal Hiift rhcTtiic.'il organization of 
microorganisms and the Impor- 
tance of these as research tools. 

Ttie three principle adTanta,?es 
of micro-organisms as tools of 
research He la the fact that they 
arc Isolated, they have a high 
metabolic rate and they show 
rapid reproduction, he said. 

Tn the discussion of the chemi- 
cal anatomy of micro-organisms, 
Btodola concentrated on the tu- 
bereule bacillus, which has had 
the most attention focused on It 
because of its medical signifi- 
cance. 

"OVer a million people in this 

f'ountry alone have some form of 
tuberculosis," Stodola said. 
"About 100 million new casoi 
are reported each year, and the 
annual death rate Is about IS,- 
000." 

fkodoia attributed the decUae

A HBW TWIST on the efflgy-liailgliig craze was offered 
by a Kansas university student in a Sunday Topeka Capi- 
tal letter to the editor. Such action, he said, is a criminal 
offense. The general statutes of Kansas, 1949. 21-2401 
say; "A libel is a malicious defamation of a person made 
jNiblic by any printing, writliis, sign, picture, repteMBtft- 
tlon or «ff igy, tending to profoka bin to wrath or ezpbio ' 
lUm to public hatred, contempt or ridicule ..." 

The penalty for perpetration of these acts, said the 
writer, Is imprisonment in the county Jail for not more 
than one year or by a fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars.

The administra- 
tion ^itould haye ridded-^aiid snoeesshiUy at thatr-Kansas 
State of nine playboys — nine potential blockadenu Or 
$9,000 would have been added to the State treasury. 

A SmSTANTIAL PERCENTAGE of this, naturally, 
would be kicked back to the University in form of a 
residue. B!noup;h fora couple of scholarships. 

It would selmi a^vaatiageous, therefore, for UnlTersity 
personnel to enoourage-mnoftlciaUy, at least^ffigy- 
hanging. 

The city of Manhattan receives 2.5 per cent of its an- 
nual revenue — or about $35,000 — from payments of park- 
ing fines. The city cannot condone overparUng, which is 
technically a crime. But this is one law the elt^r would 
obviously not like to see' respected. 

AITD WHILE we're not condoning the crime of effigy- 
hanging, we say It would make sense for any person or

The Committee, after two 
days of closed-door deliberation 
topped off by a marathon seven- 
hoar session, voted Tneodw 
nlgbt to send tbo severely bat- 
tered bill to the Senate with no 
recommendation on what should

The Bmate was scheduled to ^ 
begin debate on the bill today 
bnt the measare's nltimate fate 
apparently will have to be 
worked ont in a Honae-Senate 
eonferenoe eonunittee. 

An effective combination of 
the committee's five Southern 
Democrats and varying Republi- 
can members remained in com- 
mand throughout the Judiciary 
group's voting. 

The IG-member committee 
considered a total of 32 amend- 
ments. Fifteen were accepted 
and 17 rejected. Most of tbera 
were relatively minor.

Kansas State ean etalm on* of 

the few men in the world who 
has seen what the north pole 
looks like from underneath. He 
Is Ralph Barnhart, BAA Jr, who 
sailed beneath the pole as a mem- 
ber of the crew of the nuclear 
powered Bubmarine, Nautilus. 

Barnhfirt's duties on the

The crew did not know that 
they .were sehedid«4 to sail 
beneath the pole nntll Captain 
Anderson, commander of the sufc- 
marinet announced that he bad 
two sets of orders, one marked 
contidOBtlal and the other 
marked top secret. The top secret 
orders requested the Nautilus to 
transverse the pole under the ice 
pack, " and that's wfeat we did," 
Barnhart said. 

The first try to pass under the 
pole was not successful. The 
Nautilus turned back when it 
came to a spot where it had only 
20 feet of elaaranee above and 
heiow. The ship aJsn steamed 
back to Hawaii to vatt for more 
tavorabla eondltions. 

Barnhart said that the amaz- 
ing part uf the wait wa^i the

Nautilus over conventional sub- 
marines," Barnhart said, "was 
the living conditions. The crew 
had Individual air conditlooinK 
units and each slept on a foam 
rubber mattress. The ship had 
television, movies, and excellent 
food, he said.

The Nautilus Is longer than a 
football field and can travel at a 
deiJth of over 400 feet at a speed 
of over 20 knots. The submarine 
is powered by a turbine that is 
driven by nuclear generated 
Steam. It also has two diesel 
engines and one battery. Tbe 
battery has 126 cells that weigh 
one ton each. Barnhart said that 



'Reading Proficiency 
Affects Sex Attraction 



Maurice D. Woolf, director of 
Kansas State's reading clinic, says 
that students with reading disa- 
bilities are not attracted to the 
opposite >ex as much as are good 
readen. 

This tvalt Is jnst one of sv\- 
end discovered by Woolf In his 
tliree-year study of "Tlie 1 de- 
lation of rerstmallty Trait.s to 
Rmdlng DiHabtlity.'* 
He says that reading ability Is 
affected by the way we perceive 
things. "On our tests, those 
Whose quantitative ability ex- 
ceeded their linguistic ability did 
not perceive the opposite sex the 
same way the good readers did," 
he said. 

"Though the causes of reading 
disability are extremely coniplex, 
py^e are beginning to think that 
the way one 'Vlows himself has 
something to do with the way lie 
perceives the outside world* In- 
cluding the printed page." 

Woolf points owt that strong 
abasement feellnjfs, feellnjfs of 
fear and anxiety, poor home 
adjustaaent, poor vlKuai or ao- 
dltory memory and malnutri- 
tion can all Interfere with 
reading development. 
The snblects for WeoU's study 
came from his elancs in develop- 
Inentat rea d i ag. These students 
are cnniMiin d with students who 



demonstrated good reading abil 
ity on entrance teats. 

Woolf finds that poor readers 
and good readers score essentially 
the same on intelligence tests 
Both groups which he studies 
have average or better college 
ability, but "my student h are al 
most twice as good in the ability 
to think in terms of numbers aa 
compared with words," he said 

"Their main handicap is that 
they have to put In many more 
hours of study than the fast read- 
ers do," Woolf said. By the end 
of nine weeks, Woolf's studento 
often are Mvfng enough time 
through Increased reading speed 
to afford the extra two or ihrre 
hoars a week they spend in his 
class.

The quantity (»f food that Is 
served ia tk« main dillar«nce b«- 
tw«Mi mmla Mnwi to th* athtotM 

and those served In other dining 
halls. Athletes have higher en- 
ergy requlrementa because of tbe 
amoiuit of exercise tt\ey get. 

"When football and basketball 
are in sea son, all of the boys are 
required to eat at tbe training 
table," said ijrbU Banits, director 
of the Mfstorta. "When they are 
not in season the boys may eat 
here if they wisb- to." Ifaptnri 
of the track, tennis, gymnsstfes, 
swimming, wrestling and baseball 
teams aIho etit in the cafeteria. 

The meal served Jl>f|9ff f fmny 
•onslsto 9t 10 iNHMef nf iMaf 
steak, a baked potato, buttpred 
green beans, lettuce hearts with 
dressing, hard rolls or hard toast, 
butter and honey and hot tea. 
Football players also have »liced 
peaches. The basketball team has 
loe cream and milk In place of 
the slteed peaches and tea. Foot- 
ball players cannot have the Ice 
cream and milk because they 
would toad to ttpMt their 
stomachs during the strenuons ex- 
ercise, said Miss Bangs. 

Football team members eat 
their pre-gama mea) at 9:30 in 
the morning and th« basketball 
team memherw pet their meal at 
noon. Ip the evening ^e mem- 
twrs of the hairiwtlMill t^am are 
given sliced oranges, hard toast, 
honey and butter and hot tea. 
After the game the boys may 
|iave soup, sandvlcbaa* cereal, ice 
fraam, tea, milk and Jello. 

Athletes who are over-wf^ight 
reoelva a diet that Is high in pro- 
tein and low Is earhobhydates. 
They are fed meals heavy on 
meat, cheese, eggs, green and 
green leafy vegetables uad fresh 
fruit desserts. Instead of a 
dally quart of milk they receive 
one-hit If r|ii;it't of milk a day. 

On this diet on« atbtoto lost 
about 40 pounds In a semester. 
' The auecesB of the diet dependn 
on the desire of the Individual to 
Hlfck la the diet and his Interest 
in loosing, said Miss Bangs. 

The underweight athletes are 
given larger portions, and M to 
% of a quart of milk per meal. 
They are encouraged to eat 
heavier on starchy vegetables, 
butter, and bread. The ones who 
are greatly nnderwetght are 
gtvpn a snaofc to eat in the eve- 
ning which eonslsts ol % quart 
of milk and one or two aorriugi 
of fruit.

If Council feels the Collegian overplays 
or distorts stories on Tribunal, why does it 
not feel the Collegian overplays or distorts 
any or aJl other stories. Why does not the 
Council feel the Collegian will blow out of 
proportion the smallest incident, just for 
the sake of sensationalism or yellow jour- 
nalism. 

STVDEITT OOUirCII* CAIOTOT honesUy 
answer that q nssMon^ It dwnds upon the 
Collegian almost ezduslTely for publicity, 
yet turns around and says the Collegian 
cannot be trusted to act upon moral and 
ethical principles. 

If Student Cotmefl does not accept the 
fact there Is suOh a thing as a responsible 
and ethical press. Council cannot in the 
futare complain of any treatment it re- 
ceives at the hands of an "irresponsible" 
press. 

"Everyone I know is dissatisfied with 
the way diicipline is handled at Kuisas 
State," said McCain. 

So are we. But we are just as dissat- 
isfied with Council's proposed muzzling of 
the press in connection with Tribunal. 

Virtually any reform Council makes con- 
cerning Tribunal can be sidestepped by 
those In the administration wishing to do 
so. Real integrity cannot be guaranteed by 
procedural and Jurisdictional rules.

The Kansas State Dairy 1« tled- 
In with the Dairy department and 
has a three-fold purpose: to make 

available facilities to students; 
to furnish research facilities for 
indastrr' and to proflde dairy 
prod 11 ('t» to the camp— and to 
ManhatLau. 

"The d|Ui7 does make a profit, 
but we have to operate on the 
Dairy department's budget and 
rfcHearch grants," said Ted Col- 
son, bead of the dairy plant. "We 
have large class and research ex- 
Ifenscs."
